She said men 
in three of the photographs re- 
sembled the robbers, and arrest 
orders were issued for the men. 

Two of the three were picked 
up. Upon viewing them, how- 
ever, Miss Nafie said neither 
was one of the robbers.

Accounts Checked. 

First reports on the loss indi- 
cated it was only a few hundred 
dollars. Bank auditors immedi- 
ately checked Miss Nafie’s ac- 
counts and determined the 
amount stolen about 90 minutes 
after the robbery. 

The men, Negroes, about 35 
years old, approached window 
No. 62 in the southeast section 


of the main building at Eighth’ 


and Locust streets. 

One of the men handed a 
brown paper bag to Miss Nafie. 
Since it contained some change, 
she up-ended it on her counter | 
‘and a note fell out. It read: 
‘Give me the money in the right 
drawer.” 

The letters making up the 
message had béen cut from a 
newspaper or magazine and 
pasted on the note paper, 

‘ She Tells of Threat. 


Miss Nafie said the man 
threatened to use a gun but did 


not display a weapon. She filled | 


the bag with bills and the men 
walked away in- the crowds 
thronging the main floor. One 
went out the St. Charles street | 
exit and the other out the Eighth 
street exit, it was reported. 

The men were wearing over- 
alls, but Miss Nafie was too 
shaken at the time to give a 
detailed description. 

Miss Nafie, a teller in the 


checking account division, lives 


at 4939 Potomac street. 


Police received an anonymous 
telephone call after the robbery 
to the effect the robbers might 
be riding in an automobile bear- 
ing a specified license. Although 
police regarded it as a probable 


hoax, they checked the number | 


and questioned the owner, who 
told them he had been shopping 
near Jefferson avenue and Mar- 
ket street at the time. His age 
was different from that of the 
robbers and police said he ap- 
peared to be telling the truth.

A Doctor’s Dissent 

Your editorial, ‘‘Victimizing the 
Sick,” is ambiguous as well as un- 
fair. You failed to make it clear 
whether the victimization that you 
envision is a result of the quality 
of medical practice of inadequately 
trained foreign medical graduates 
or of the efforts now being made to 
screen these physicians with re- 
spect to their competence. 

Attacks on the American Medical 
Association are popular these days, 
but your criticism in this instance 
appears to be totally unjustified. 
The examination was devised by a 
group of dedicated educators who 
made every effort to make it fair. 
Great pains were taken to eliminate 
American medical jargon that 
might prove confusing to the for- 
eign-educated physician. 

I have had an opportunity to see 
large portions of the examination 
and have been impressed by the 
emphasis on common medical prob- 
Jems and their treatment. The ex- 
amination is certainly less stringent 
than that administered for licensure 
in most states. It is known that 98 
per cent of graduates of American 
medical colleges can pass it. 

ww Your editorial does not meke it 
clear that, in eddition to the 3775 
foreien-trained dociors who passed 
outright, approximately 2600 others 
‘attained a grade of 70 to 75. These 
doctors were given temporary cer- 
tificates that enable them to unaer- 
take or continue training in this 
country for two years. During this 
time, they are helped in preparing 
for another examination. 

The answers to the questions that 
you raise is that no “double stand- 
ard” is involved and discrimination 
= against doctors trained abroad is 
>. certainly not intended. The A.M.A. 
“Yn conjunction with the American 
»~Hospital Association and the As- 
» sociation of Medical Colleges co- 
* Operated in the sponsorship of tne 
* examination not to keep the number 
: of doctors down but to protect the 
* American public from incompetent

* tion, your implication that the

. reasonable foundation. I frequently 
« find myself in opposition to A.M.A.

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The Forgotten Safeguard 


The Army Engineers’ warning that poten- 
tial disasters are building up at a phenomenal 
rate on the flood plains of the nation is both 
grave and timely. In the report of a study 
made at the request of the Senate Committee 
on National Water Resources, the Corps of 
Engineers says potential annual flood losses 
may rise from the present $700,000,000 to 
$1,000,000,000 by 1980 as more people and 
industries move into the lowlands which are 
the natural outlets of rivers in flood. Com- 
mittee Chairman Robert S. Kerr of Oklahoma 
says the report shows “exposure to disaster 
is expanding faster than action is being taken 
to protect lives and property.” 

This is a warning which has been sounded 
before. but there is little evidence that it is 
being heeded. Quite to the contrary, condi- 
tions have grown worse since the Tennessee 
Valley Authority called the nation’s attention 
to the necessity for flood-plain zoning eight 
years ago. The worsening has occurred, more- 
over, in the face of repeated warnings from 
a variety of authoritative quarters. 

The Missouri Basin Survey Commission, of 
which the late Senator Hennings of Missouri 
was vice-chairman, said in 1953, with special 
respect to the growing flood problem at the 
Kansas Citys, that flood-plain zoning would 
have to be employed in any workable solution. 
Two years later, officers of the Corps of Engi- 
neers, commenting on the flood havoc 
wrought by hurricanes Connie and Diane in 
the northeastern part of the United States, 
said that for many parts of the stricken area 
flood-plain zoning was the only way to pre- 
vent a flood disaster from happening again. 

That same year, zoning laws prohibiting 
residential and business occupancy of flood 
plains throughout the country were proposed 
by Wesley W. Horner, of St. Louis, former 
president of the American Society of Civil 
Engineers, and Thorndike Saville, dean of the 
College of Engineering at New York Univer- 
sity. And last year a study group of six geog- 
raphers at the University of Chicago reported 
that for every dollar being spent on flood 
protection in the United States, 80 cents was 
being spent in building new property that 
floods might damage or destroy—including 
urban development projects financed with 
federal funds: 

This would seem to have been an impres- 
sive-enough sounding of alarms and portents 
to fall on some receptive ears. But the trend 
toward building an ever bigger disaster po- 
tential on the natural spillways of major riv- 
ers and their tributaries continues unabated. 
Perhaps flood protection has been oversold. 
Flood control does not mean flood elimination 

—a reservoir may be overflowed, a levee may 
break, a flood may take on dimensions no one 
ever anticipated. In addition, there are many 
developed areas in the United States where 
tlood control works would cost more than 
they would be worth. 

Already this couniry has built or is build- 
ing enough flood storage to hoid the amount 
of water it would take to cover the state of 
Oklahoma some two feet deep. It has built 
or is building enough levees to reach nearly 
four times across the continent.. More are 
needed, but reservoir sites are being ex- 
hausted, levees are approaching the limits of 
their usefulness—in some instances have al- 
ready done so. The next big job is zoning 
—the forgotten safeguard against flood disas- 
ters, and the brightest remaining opportunity 
for their prevention. 


An Unnecessary Court 

We disagree with those sincere civic lead- 
ers who have urged the creation of a special 
court to @mforce housing, zoning and sanita- 
tion ordinances in St. Louis. 

The argument for such a court surely 
should rest in large measure on some show- 
ing that the two city courts, where such 
violations now are heard, cannot carry the 
load. But this is in fact not the situation. 
While each of the city courts handles about 
250 cases a day, most of this activity involves 
simple guilty pleas in traffic cases. Dockets 
usually are clear by 1:30 p.m. The city courts 
have both the opportunity and the authority 
to crack down on housing and zoning viola- 
tions that the City Counselor’s office can 
prove. 

It seems to us that the answer to the prob- 
lems of improved enforcement lies elsewhere. 
One problem area is the Building Inspector’s 
office, which no doubt could use more man- 
power. Another is the Police Department 
which surely must bear some responsibility 
for detecting violations. Local government 
may not be doing the job it should in the 
area of housing, zoning and sanitation, but 
creating an unnecessary new court is hardly 
an effective remedy. 


European Growing Pains 


—depending on a protectionist or* 


satisfaction to all involved since the ad- 
vantages of an economically integrated con- 
tinent—to say nothing of the contemplated 
political integration—is recognized as one of 
the most creative ventures ever undertaken 
by Europeans. But making it work isn’t as 
easy as pie. 


As More Satellites Orbit 


Though Russia failed to bring its third 
satellite of 1960 back to earth, the five-ton 
weight involved suggests how far ahead Mos- 
cow is in ability to get enormous payloads into 
outer space. Our heaviest satellite, Midas IT 
which was launched last May 24, weighed 
only 5000 pounds. 

It is expected to be late next year before 
our Centaur, which could launch a five-ton 
payload, will be ready. Had budgetary pres- 
sure not resulted in delays and finally in can- 
cellation of the Vega, we might now be hurl- 
ing aloft satellites rivaling those of Moscow. 
As for the claim that our instrumentation 
may be superior to that in Soviet satellites, 
and so put our smaller vehicles on a par with 
the bigger Soviet ones, there is no definite 
answer yet. 

But there is no reason to think the latest 
Soviet satellite was not well instrumented. 
On launching it had two dogs, other small 
animals, insects and plants on board and was 
scheduled to send back or record information 
on physiological reactions. Moscow also re- 
ferred to the satellite’s capability for “investi- 
gations of outer space physics.” 


It is to be hoped that Soviet President Le- 
onid Brezhnev is right when he says the 
new satellite will contribute “to the cause of 
peace and to world scientific and cultural 
progress.” But it would mean much more 
if Moscow had accepted the invitations ‘rom 
President Eisenhower and the State Depart- 
ment for joint co-operation in space projects. 
It should be recognized that Russia and the 
United States cannot remain the only nations 
to explore outer space if hafe and envy are 
to be avoided. There are a dozen nations 
without launching facilities but with eminent 
scientists. These nations should be permitted 
to participate in the experimentation now 
going on. That would mean more than talk 
about unilateral contributions to mankind. 

If there were co-operation among nations 
on satellite launchings, the effect of any acci- 
dent in which a missile fell on foreign soil 
or ships and caused injuries or damage would 
be mitigated. The report that parts of an 
American rocket or satellite may have fallen 
in Cuba illustrates the risks that go with any 
kind of rocketry. And just as debris from 
aborted launchings can cause trouble, so 
could stray satellites which had been launched 
un2nnounced. 

The sooner there is some kind of co- 
overation, backed by international agreement 
on space. the sooner the path to outer space 
will be cleared of dangerous obstacles. 


Among Ways to Air Safety 

The accident rate in private and commer- 
cial flying is low but it can and should be re- 
duced even more. The greater the interest 
that is taken in all phases of air safety, the 
better the chances of intproving the record. 
So it is good to know that the Air Line Pilots 
Association, which enjoys a reputation for 
pioneering and persistence in air safety, is 
conducting a campaign for safer airports. 

A recent ALPA survey of 170 airports in 
the United States disclosed such deficiencies 
as these: no surveillance radar, 86 per cent; 
runways too short, 79 per cent: no approach 
lighting, 70 per cent: no instrument landing 
facilities, 67 per cent; no control tower. 58 
per cent. The ALPA says that increasing 
numbers of pilots will seek to confer with 
civic officials and leaders on the need for 
installing equipment to bring all airports 
closer to the ideal. As evidence of the need, 
the ALPA offers statistics showing that in 
1959 airport deficiencies accounted for one 
out of every three airliner accidents. That 
is a high percentage even if it includes minor 
mishaps in which pilot error resulted in an 
airliner going off the runway. 


Safety in the air demands the co-operation | 


of all persons who have anything to do with 
it—management, crew personnel, mechanics, 
plane manufacturers, federal agencies and 
passengers. Good luck to the ALPA in its 
new campaign—and at the same time it is 
not amiss to hépe that ALPA also will aid the 
cause of safety by more willing co-operation 
with the Federal Aviation Agency.

The French and the Dutch particularly want 
to sell more of their produce in industrial 
Germany, but the Germans have renewed for 
another year their agreement to import large 
quantities of farm produce from Denmark, 
not a member of the Common Market.

Year-Around Schooling? 


Educational Expenses Raise Question of Better Use of Existing Plant, Editorial Says 


From The Detroit News 


We have noted the virtues of Michi- 
gan State University-Oakland’s move 
to year-round operation. The next 
question follows naturally: What about 
the grade schools? 

If it makes little sense for colleges 
to throw away a big chunk of the year 
in deference to outmoded agricultural 
needs, why should the public schools 
do it? 

The question gains new life with 
publication of the report of the Presi- 
dent’s Commission 
on National Goals, 
which in its section 
on education calls 
for greater im- 
prevement, quali- 
tative and quanti- 
tative, and sets as 
a fiscal goal the 
expenditure of 40 billion dollars a year 
—double the present outlay—by 1970. 

As one part of the whole, the com- 
mission’s goal is not revolutionary. It 
wants to raise educational outlay from 
the present 4 per cent of gross national 
product to a not much less modest 5 
per cent. There is little doubt that 
this rich economy should, can and will 
move in that direction. 

But the increased burden of educa- 
tion will fall heavily upon taxes, along

Doctors’ handwriting, like medical 
jargon, long has been a mystery to 
the mass of mankind, so it’s signifi- 
cant that the administration of Mount 
Sinai hospital has decided to do some- 
thing ‘about it.

éndary proportions: the Salem Witch- 
craft trials, the trial of Lizzie (‘‘forty 
whacks”’) Borden, and the Sacco-Van- 
zetti case. There is no doubt, how- 
ever, that the last-mentioned stands 
alone as the most famous and unique 
criminal case in our nation’s history. 

Sacco and Vanzetti, two alien an- 
archists, were arrested on suspicion, 
in May, 1920. They were subsequently 
charged with the murders of a pay- 
master and his guard during a pay- 
roll robbery at South Braintree, Mass. 

The crime and trial occurred during 

the infamous ‘‘red scare” raids and 

deportations. Investigation revealed 
that both.men had fled to Mexico dur- 
ing World War to escape the draft. 

Ultimately, the two men were con- 

victed and executed during the 


fessed to participation in the South 
Braintree holdup and murders and de- 
clared that Sacco and Vanzetti were 
innocent. Madieros was being held in 
the same prison with the defendants, 
awaiting a ruling on a motion for a 
new trial following his conviction for 
murder in an attempted bank robbery. 

Under these circumstances, the 
sometimes contradictory confession 
seemed of little help to Sacco and Van- 
zetti. To the astonishment of their 
attorneys, however, an investigation 
produced a mass of corroborative 
facts and coincidences.’ Eventually 
the defense was able to present a sub- 
stantial body of proof which tended 
to show that the South Braintree mur- 
ders were actually committed by a 
well known gang of professional crim- 
inals, the Morelli.gang. ss 

Unfortunately, with Sacco and Van- 
zetti safely convicted and in prison, 
the Massachusetts authorities declined 
to push any official investigation. All 
appeals were rejected by the same 
judge who conducted the trial, by the 
Governor, and by a special advisory 
committee appointed by him. Sacco 
and Vanzetti were preceded in the 
electric chair by Madieros, on Aug. 
22, 1927.

This book, first 
published in 1933, has previously been 
out of print. It is the personal account 
of the young defense attorney who 
gathered the .vidence which corrobo- 
rated the Madieros confession. Mr. 
Eltrmann’s fascinating story presents 
a case against the Morelli gang which 
appears to be far more complete and 
impressive than the evidence produced 
against Sacco and Vanzetti. The ef- 
fect of the book is to produce strong 
doubts about the guilt of the two an- 
archists.

The St. Louis Symphony So- 
ciety introduced another gifted 
young American pianist to its 
public yesterday afternoon in 
the person of Ivan Davis. The 
concert took place in ~ the 
Khorassan room of the Chase 
Hotel and the program, devoted 
to the works of Johannes 
Brahms, consisted of four cho- 
rale-preludes, the C Minor 5ym- 
phony and the D Minor Piano 
Concerto. Edouard Van Re- 
moortel conducted. 

Fortunately for all parties con- 
cerned, including the audience, 
the piano. and the strings had 
been elevated from the place- 
ment of last week. In conse- 
quence the orchestra was more 
cohesive and the piano sound 
was considerably improved, 
though it was still far from 
ideal. 

Davis’s treatment of the first 
movement successfully encom- 
passed its lyrical and heroic as- 
pects and the close relationship 
of one to the other. He had the 
tone quality, the power and the

I SPOKE OF small explosions 
that take place in the cylinders 
of an automobile engine, hun- 
dreds of them in a minute.

There are many ‘‘fine points” 
which I might add to this ac- 
count, but I have tried to give 
the main story—from the fuel 
to the movement of the wheels. 
The story is different with cars 
in which power is applied only 
to the front wheels, and with 
cars that have four-wheel drive.
